After a good deal of cogitation 1 
have comeAo the conclusion that the 
Horder of pioneer days was beside •*!, 
lined oy the proposed boundary for 
the Fourteenth Sttte lb the year, A , 
1116, the first year of Independence 4I 
which was bounded by the Ohio la 
River from lie head to the mouth o' b | 
the Sclute River, apd from there In a 
straight line to Big Stone Gap In the j t 
Cumberland Mountains, thence with ^ 
■ the mountsInH to the west line of #e 
Fairfax's grant, and with the west 
line of Maryland and the old w*st t , 
line of Pennsylvania to the head of 
the Ohio, the point of the beginning „i 
Th# land In this boundary which se 
Included parts *of Pennsylvania w 
Maryland, and Kentucky and all of t( 
West Virginia, w»g known as the gJ 
Border and the people who crossed ,, 
the mountains to live here were u 
known as Border Settlers. el 

L V. McWhorter called his history w 
, of Northwestern Virginia. Border ^ 
bettiera. " c< 

There can be but little doubt but h 
that tbe term came from the Scotch (l 
who emmigraled In such great num j, 
bers, andThaVthe border of the Bor ^ 
der was the Allegheny Mountain c 
which extends for hundreds of miles p 
forming the backbone of the Appala- j, 
chlan mountain range or Bystem. It 
was the division line between the j 
white men and the red men, the f 
white men being free to settle any j 
where on the slope from the Alleglre- t 
ny Mountain to the sea, and the In -] 
ulans to have for their homes the £ 
country west of the mountain. From t 
an early dale the white men looked , 
upon the Indian's land with a desire ( 
lo .possess It and they worked every ( 
scheme that they thought about, but ( 
never made much headway with 
them.- It was only when the settlers , 
broke across the crest of the nioun- , 
rain and made their homes here was , 
- there any rest progress. 

The first great breach occurred In ( 
the French and Indian war when an 
. effort to dislodge tha French from ( 
Pittsburgh resulted in the defeat of f 
Breddock’s arm>. Then the savage* 
having obtained a taste of blood and ( 
plunder raided east to the Blue Ridge , 
end killed thousands of settlers. 

Strictly speaking the Indians were 
the tbet to break across the border to 
msssacre white settlors of the Valley 
of Virginia, who had *oie there wllh 
thetxpress consent of the Indian 
nations. 

Jn this war a line of forts wss ea 
tabllshed from the present line of 
Maryland to the present line of North 
* ‘ Carolina, and peace and the old boon 
dary line were restored ifter many 
years of warfare. WheniDunm&ie 
became the governor of Virginia, 
and had made a study of the ques 
lion, he became very much Impitssed 
. with the fact that it would be noth 
Ing more than right to throw'open 
the land on the western waters and 
Immediately there was great acllvrty 

• In getting Surveys made so that by 
some means other.they might ripen 
Into grants. These surveying parties 
being Interpreted by the Indian rul 

• ers, a large army was assembled un 
der Cornstalk which was met by a 
large army of Virginians and the 
Revolutionary War commenced at 
Point Pleasant. Ddnmore found 

„ himself on both side*of the juestlon 
and lost out both with the King and 
the colony of Virginia 

The demand for the fourteenth 
colony, Westtylvanle, was defeated 
- by the formation of the District of 
West Augusta, to take the place of a 
separate colony, and to satisfy the 
petition for a colony. This ensbled 

• Virginia to retain the boundary. 

The petition for Westsvlvanla de 
dared that twentyfive thousand fsm 
Hies lived In the borders of their pro 
posed colony and that they were 
ready for a government of their pwn 
This movement wss never settled 
until the Sttte of West Virginia was 
created fh the sixties as a war meat 
- urs by President Lincoln and Con 
, gress. . 

The border sentiment was working 
all through the alow years and Is In 
dlcated-in the formation of counties 
which demanded that they be allowed 
the autonomy of county government 
• free from Interference on the other 
side of tbe mountain. In this way 
Tucker, Reodolph, Pocahontas, 
Greenbrier. Monroe, Mercer, and Mc¬ 
Dowell broke eway one by oat, until 
r It cama to be a sort of a convention
